After his talk s, Thant de­ 
parted for London to confer 
with Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson. He had come to Mos­ 
cow from India, where he 
met with Prime Minister In­ 
dira Gandhi, U.S. Ambassador 
Chester Bowles and a North 
Vietnamese diplomat. 
Britain is co-chairman with 
the Sov iet Union of the Ge­ 
nev a conference which ended 
the French-Indochina war in 
19 54. India is a member of 
the International Control Com­ 
mission for Vietnam. 
Complete Sov iet su pport for 
the peace programs of Hanoi 
and the Viet Cong, and prom­ 
ises of continu ed aid in fight­ 
ing the U.S., were giv en here 
while Thant was meeting with 
Premier Alex ei N. Kosy gin, 
Commu nist pa r t y General 
Secretary Leonid I. Brezhnev 
and President Nik olai V. Pod- 
gorny . 
The talk with Kosy gin was 
described as friendly .

At the 
height of the fighting in Sai­ 
gon, the Viet Cong’s Libera­ 
tion Radio claimed that the 
Ignited States was cooperating 
with the enemy to get rid of 
the government. 
U.S. .\m bassador Ellsworth 
Bu nk er and President Ngu yen 
Van Thieu formally denied 
the enemy propaganda. Bu t 
many people still believe it, 
according to ha.sty initial and

‘Soft’ Line 
One theory among the be­ 
lievers. the su rveys indicate, 
is that the U.S. is ready to 
tak e a “ soft” line, get peace 
talk s started and accept the 
idea of coalition government 
with the Commu nists. 
The government of Thieu 
and Vice President Ngu yen 
Cao Ky, this theory goes, was 
bu ck ing the idea of coalition 
and the U.S. was interested 
in softening them u p.

San Franci.sco (UPD—A Navy T33 jet trainer with two 
men aboard cra.shed into the San Francisco-Oak land Bay 
Bridge 15 feet above the five-lane u pper dock Su nday 
and tu mbled into the water.

“ His ability to write with such conciseness impressed 
me greatly ,” he said. “ So many of his remarks had such 
common sense to them .” 


By rd, whose fam ily has roots deep in Virginia history , 
said he finds no em barrassm ent in being an admirer of 
the Civ il War president. 


By rd noted Lincoln also had roots in Virginia. His fa­ 
ther was from the Shenandoah Valley , not far from By rd’s 
home.

The Z a g r e b Quartet of 
Yugoslavia appeared in con­ 
cert at the Sheldon Gallery 
Auditorium in the third Lin­ 
coln Friends of Chamber Mu­ 
sic concert.

‘High Spot* 
The somewhat pedantic ap­ 
proach, noticeable in th e 
first movement, had dissi­ 
pated by t h e n. The Hay - 
dnesq ue passage work of the 
last movement, with its live­ 
ly sy nocpated rhy thms, and 
the unusual shift from the 
m i no r mode of the main 
body of the m o ve m e nt 
to the major mode for the 
recapitulation, was effective­ 
ly play ed, and the high spot 
of the q uartet. 
The best play ed work on 
the program from the stand­ 
point of musical effect and 
instrumental sound was the 
first 
Shostakovich Quartet 
(1938 ). 
Shostakovich has general­ 
ly declined to join any form 
of “v a ng ua r di s m ” (his 
word) and in keeping with 
the ^viet ideal of “realist 
music,” has held to a neoro­ 
mantic sty ie with few lapses. 
He is nevertheless an im­ 
portant and individual voice

The group play ed two en­ 
cores: ^ e finale of Dvorak’s 
Quartet in F, this with verve 
and fine ensemble, and a 
s c h e r z o from Schul^rt’s 
Quartet, Op. 125, No. 1. 
Needless to say , the pro­ 
gram was an interesting one 
and the Zagreb play ers are 
a fine q uartet, though o ne 
could q uestion certain q uali­ 
ties of their play ing, in par­ 
ticular the restrained t o ne 
q uality that had difficulty in 
warming up and being really 
round and sonorous.

That wa s one finding in 
a study by Na ta lie Hahn of 
Polk, 1967 NU home econom­ 
ics g ra dua te who is now an 
International F a r m Youth 
Excha ng e prog ra m (IFYE) 
deleg a te to New Zealand. 
Nea rly 70 students repre­ 
senting a cross-section of the 
University ’s feminine popula­ 
tion participated in the study . 
About 567o of thc girls lived 
in dormitories. 25'o in so­ 
rorities and 19% were Lin­ 
coln residents. 
Slightly m o r e than one- 
third of those survey ed said 
they had purcha sed most of 
their wa rdrobe since coining 
to colleg e. However 40% had 
most of thc 
sa m e clothes 
they had during high school. 
The ra ng e from freshmen 
to seniors in this ca teg ory 
wa s great. Where only 16% 
of the seniors had ca rried 
most of their wardrobe over, 
4fD' of the freshmen had. 
.About three-fourths of tho 
coeds said they were sati.s- 
fied with the wardrobes they 
had brought to colleg e and 
only one-fourth were dissa t­ 
isfied. 
The survey also revea led 
that a surprisingly large num­ 
ber of coeds ma ke their own 
clothes. 
The a vera g e coed 
ma kes 34% of her own clothes 
with a ra ng e in a nswers from 
zero to 9(1%. 
Mothers ma ke about 8% of 
the w om en’s clothes while a 
hired dressma ker ma kes only

showed 
women need more suits and 
dressy wools in colleg e than 
they did in high school.

Sunday , just before taking 
the ice for the women’s 1,000- 
m eter speed skating race in 
the Oly mpic Games, Dianne 
received a cable from h e r 
classm ates which said: 
“ Dianne, the members of 
the junior class are hoping 
y ou wiU beat their (censored) 
off.” 


“ It was great to hear from 
all the kids back home,” said 
Dianne, who won her second 
m edal of the games — a 
bronze ~ by finishing third 
in the event behind Carolina 
Geijseen of Holland and Rus­ 
sia’s Ludmila Titova. 
Last Friday , Dianne cap­ 
tured a silver medal when she 
and 
two other Americans, 
Jenny Fish of Strongsville, 
Ohio, and M ary Mey ers of St. 
Paul, Minn., tied for second 
in the 500-meter race. 
Ex cept for Peggy Fleming’s 
gold medal in women’s fig­ 
ure skating Saturday night, 
no other American has placed 
in the top three in these 
10th 
Winter Games. 
Instead of going to bed and 
resting for Sunday ’s big test, 
Dianne went to the Stade de 
Glace to watch Peggy ’s free 
skating performance. 
“ I was very nervous and I 
wanted to do something,” the 
16-y ear-old school girl from 
Northbrook, 111., said. “ I went 
to the ice stadium for the fig­ 
ure skating. I intended to 
leave early , but I found that 
Peggy was skating late. I just 
couldii’t leave. 
“ She was marvelous.” 
Dianne started out as a fig­ 
ure skater, but she’s not sor­ 
ry she shifted to what is re­ 
garded as a less glamorous 
sport. 
“ I wouldn’t want to be a 
figure skater — there’s too 
much politics in it,” she said. 
“ Speed skating is much more 
ex citing to me. You can’t 
have much p o l i t i c s in a 
clock.” 
Dianne is just a slip of a 
girl as speed skaters go—5-5 
and 125 pounds. She has long 
straight hair which falls be­ 
low her shoulders. 
She is 
friendly and effervescent. 
Dianne took up speed skat­ 
ing at the age of 10 after her 
family moved to Northbrook, 
which is a speed-skating cen­ 
ter. 
“ We skated pack st.y le, as 
most skaters in the U n i t e d 
States still do,” 
she 
said. 
“ Every body gets in line and 
has a race. It’s like a race 
in track. You pace y ourself, 
watch y our opponents a nd 
concentrate on winning, with 
no thought of the time.

—feels sure he can pull off 
the triple Alpine sweep of win­ 
ning the downhill, giant sla­ 
lom and special slalom as 
Austria’s famed Toni Sailer 
did in 1956. 
A chill has developed here 
between the great Austrian 
racer of 12 y ear ago and his 
recklessly bold heir-apparent 
who has re-written the book 
on skiing tactics. 
Sailer, now a wealthy ski 
industrialist, is around as an 
observer, rubbing whenever 
possible some of the glitter 
from Killy ’s achievements. 
“ I don’t think Killy can do 
it,” Sailer said before th e 
Games began. “ He has too 
much pressure on him. Be­ 
sides, he has p a s s e d his 
peak.”

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‘Soviet Nuclear Threat 
Make Patrols Necessary’ 


Washington IB—The United 
States asserted Monday that 
“ the threat posed by Soviet 
nuclear forces” makes nec­ 
essary patrols by U.S. bomb­ 
ers armed w i t h nuclear 
weapons. 


This is the reply made 
publicly by the State Dept, 
to a Soviet protest against 
such flights, following the 
crash of a B52 bomber in 
^Greenland Jan. 21, in which 
four hyrogen bombs were 
lost. 


The protest was delivered 
to the State Dept. Saturday 
by Yuri Tcherniakov. minis­ 
ter counselor of the Soviet 
Embassy. He stated it to 
Malcolm Toon, Soviet Affairs 
division chief, and left a 
written memorandum. 
One argument made by the 


Russians in connection with 
the B52 crash in Greenland 
was that bomber flights have 
been rendered unnecessary 
by the development of long 
range missiles with nuclear 
warheads. 
State Dept, press officer 
Carl Bartch said the nature 
of the U.S. statement Monday 
“ implies” that the U.S. does 
not believe the missiles have 
made nuclear bomber patrols 
obsolete. 
Bartch 
s a i d 
the 
U.S. 
“ d e e p l y 
regretted” 
the 
Greenland accident. 
“ But what we regret even 
more,” he said, “ is that 
world tensions make nec­ 
essary the carrying out of 
such flights in the interest 
of collective security against 
the threat posed by Soviet 
nuclear force,s.” 
Groppi Put on Probation 


Milwaukee, Wis. (UPI) — 
The Rev. Jam es Groppi, con­ 
troversial civil rights leader, 
was fined $500 and placed 
on two years probation Mon­ 
day for resisting arrest dur­ 
ing an open housing demon­ 
stration Aug. 31. 
County Judge F. Ryan Duf­ 
fy first sentenced the white 
Roman Catholic priest to six 
months in the House of Cor­ 
rection, but stayed the sen­ 
tence. The judge said the 
priest would automatically go 
to Jail if convicted of any of­ 
fense during his probationary 
period. 


The maximum penalty on 
the charge is a $500 fine and 
a year in prison. 
Father Groppi was con­ 
victed Friday after a jury 
trial that lasted a day and 
a half. He testified he did 
not kick or curse an officer, 
as he had been charged. 
The priest said he would 
pay the fine but would appeal 
the sentence. 


Asked by newsmen if he 
would live up to terms of his 
probation, he replied, “ I’ll 
see if it hts into my sched­ 
ule.” 
NFO Boycott Extended 


Des Moines, Iowa <.B—The 
National Farm ers Organiza­ 
tion extended its month-old 
grain market boycott to meat 
Monday, demanding up to 
six cents per pound more on 
sales of cattle, hogs a n d 
sheep. 
“ We’re prepared to h o l d 
whatever time it takes,” said 
Oren Lee Staley, president of 
the militant farmer organi­ 
zation. 


He said NFO members in 
35 states would offer con­ 
tracts only to meat proces­ 
sors “ willing to sign and pay 
the price.” 
Staley said the goal of the 
withholding is to boost hog 
prices from 19 to 23 cents 
a pound, cattle from 26 to 


32 cents and sheep from 23 
to 29 cents. 
Staley said the meat with­ 
holding was timed to coin­ 
cide with ’'substantial gains” 
in the grain market boycott 
called Jan. 11 but before 
grain in elevators became 
short, putting prices out of 
reach for cattlemen in need 
of feed. 
“ We were watching t h e 
grain supply in elevators as 
we had anticipated doing,” 
said Staley. “ Now we are 
ready for a holdout perhaps 
as long as the 43 days of 
the 1964 action.” 
Prices 
for corn, 
o a t s , 
wheat, rye, 
soybeans and 
sorghums has edged upward 
only pennies since the grain 
embargo of Jan. 11. 
‘Liberation War Lost' 


Washington 
(UPI) 
-- A 
leading expert on Asia says 
the U.S. has already lost the 
war in Vietnam in terms of 
trying to prove that Commu­ 
nist “ wars of national liber­ 
ation” can be stopped. 
Harvard Prof. Edwin O. 
Reischauer, former U.S. am­ 
bassador to Japan, said Sun­ 
day that while it is in the 
America’s national interest to 
stop aggression and the use 
of force and violence in coun­ 
tries such as South Vietnam 
“ the cost goes far beyond 
what we can achieve . . .” 
He said it was time for 
U.S. policymakers to “ real­ 
ize that we h a v e lost this 
war in terms of what was 
our original objective, and 
that was to prove that so- 
called wars of national liber­ 
ation do not pay and that we 
can stop them. We obviously 
cannot.” 
But Sen. G a l e McGee, 
D-Wyo., disagreed. He said 
that Viet Cong penetration of 
South Vietnam’s provincial 
capitals was no proof that 


the Communists were win­ 
ning the war. 
The Wyoming senator, a 
strong supporter of President 
Johnson’s 
Vietnam 
policy, 
said that those who thought 
the offensive was a defeat 
for the South Vietnamese 
government 
and the U.S. 
“ Ought to keep their shirts 
on a liUle bit.” 
In an allied development, 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield, Mont., told 
a University of Maine convo­ 
cation at Orono Sunday that 
“ peace talks among the So|ith 
Vietnamese themselves” may 
be a necessary prelude to 
negotiations for ending the 
war.”

Oats, Barley 
Acreages 
Hit Lo w 


Yield s Hig hest 
In Histo ry 


Nebraska’s harv ested o at 
and barley acreages fo r 19 67 
were the lo west in clo se to 
100 y ears but the y ields were 
the highest in histo ry , ac­ 
co rding to the Univ ersity o f 
Nebraska Agro no my Dept. 
The harv ested o at acreage 
in 19 67 was 4 5 1,000 as co m­ 
pared to abo ut 5 00,000 in 19 66, 
and barley harv ested acreage 
was 2 0,000 as co mpared to 
so me 30,000 in 19 66. Av erage 
y ield fo r o ast was 4 3 .5 bush­ 
els and 35 bushels per acre 
fo r barley . 
The prev io us lo w y ear fo r 
o at pro ductio n was 18 8 2 and 
the smallest y ear fo r barley 
up to 19 67 was in 18 70, NU 
agro no mists said. 
The reaso ns fo r the cut­ 
backs in harv ested acreages 
fo r the cro ps is simple. Dr. 
J. W. Schmidt ex plained. No t 
as much was planted. 
Dr. Schmidt, who is pro fes­ 
so r o f agro no my at NU, ex ­ 
plained that o at pro ductio n 
was do wn fo r basically three 
reaso ns: cro p ro tatio n is no t 
as impo rtant as it used to be; 
there aren’t as many ho rses 
aro und to co nsume o ats; and 
the use o f artificial fertilizer 
has 
taken 
the 
p l a c e 
o f 
so me o f the past fertilizer re­ 
ward o f o at planting. 
Dr. Schmidt ex plained bar­ 
ley pro ductio n was do wn be­ 
cause o f demand and the fact 
that Nebraska is to o far so uth 
to pro duce go o d malt ty pe 
barley which is in demand. 
He said there is a definite 
need fo r go o d winter barley 
in western po rtio ns o f the 
state and that NU research­ 
ers are wo rking o n this. 
“ If we had a go o d o ne,” 
he said, “ there’d be a go o d 
place fo r it.” 
Dr. Schmidt said many Ne­ 
braska farmers co nsider o ats 
a “ seco nd rate cro p” but he 
stressed “ it’s no t as po o r a 
cro p as they think it is.” 
He ex plained o ats is the 
cheapest cro p in Nebraska to 
gro w and o at inco me in the 
state co uld be go o d if farm­ 
ers wo uld treat it right and 
enco urage its planting. 
He added that pro ductio n 
o f o at straw in Io wa is a go o d 
cash cro p. 


Pig Cho lera 
Hits Once 
Lo ne J a nua ry 
Ca se Rep o rted 


One co nfirmed o utbreak o f 
lio g cho lera was repo rted in 
Nebraska during the mo nth o f 
January . 
This co mpares with 10 dur­ 
ing the prev io us mo nth and 
two during the same mo nth 
a y ear ago . The o ne o utbreak 
o ccurred in Pierce Co unty , 
and fo llo wed the impo rtatio n 
o f feeder pigs fro m ano ther 
state. 
This is the fo urth mo nth the 
state has been in Phase III 
—the “ stamping o ut” phase 
o f the fo ur-phase ho g cho lera 
eradicatio n pro gram. T h i s 
phase inv o lv es pro mpt a n d 
co mplete dispo sal o f infected 
herds, with co o perativ e State- 
Federal indemnities to o wn 
crs o f animals which must be 
destro y ed because o f 
h o g 
cho lera. 
“ Pro mpt repo rting is t h e 
key to the success 
o f this 
phase o f the eradicatio n pro ­ 
gram,” say s Dr. S. H. Flo ra, 
state v eterinarian, and Dr. 
E. H. No rdstro m, federal v et­ 
erinarian in charge in Ne­ 
braska. “ Therefo re, we urge 
any farmer with sick pigs to 
co ntact his 
v eterinarian 
at 
o nce to find o ut whether the 
tro uble is ho g cho lera. 
“ The quicker we lo cate an 
infected herd, the less chance 
there is fo r spread,” the v et­ 
erinary o fficials p o i n t e d 
o ut. 
Ano ther go o d reaso n f o r 
pro mpt repo rting, acco rding 
to Dr s. Flo ra and No rdstro m, 
is that indemnity can be paid 
o nly o n animals which are 
aliv e at the time o f the first 
inspectio n by a state o r fed­ 
eral v eterinarian.
